THE FOLLY OF THE CROSS 

Had it been left for man to plan a 
way of salvation he Would never have 
included the cross. If man should 
elect a captain of his salvation he 
would not choose one made “perfect 
through sufferings,” nor one who 
should be exalted to Saviorhood by 
being lifted up after the manner of 
the serpent in the wilderness. How 
foreign this thought of the cross was 
to the natural thinking of man was 
shown w r hen Peter’s whole being rose 
in protest of the cross, “Be it far from 
thee, Lord; this shall never be unto 
Thee,” to which Jesus replied in part, 
“Thou mindest not the things of God, 
but the things of men.” To man it 
looked like the sheerest foolishness 
and direct calamity. But to God, far 
beyond and above the limits of natur¬ 
al human horizons, the cross was at 
the centre of God’s wise, loving and 
eternal counsel to save man. 

Through the gathering darkness of 
that Good Friday evening the sorrow- 
ing disciples could see the outlines of 
the three crosses on Calvary’s awe- 
some hilltop. The two crosses they 
could understand, for that evil-doers 
should be punished was but justice. 
But the cross in the centre was so tra- 
gically perplexing and meaningless. 
It only spoke to them of blasted hopes 
and evil triumphant. For there He 
who, claims and credentials, had 
shown Himself to be the sinless Son 
of God, had died at the hands of sin- 
ners and at the command of the re- 
ligious leaders of God’s own chosen 
people. And they had hoped “that it 
was He who should redeem Israel.” 
Now, it seemed that redemption was 
farther off than ever. But God looked 
down at that middle cross where He 
who was reckoned as a transgressor

Excerpts From Missionary Letter 

Thank you for the prayers we need 
so much. 

I am taking the late Miss Caroline 
Astrup’s place as matron of the Girls’ 
Home, besides being in charge of the 
dispensary and clinic. A trained na- 
tive nurse helps me. Without her as- 
sistance I could not cope with all the 
work as it often means twenty-four 
hours duty. 

There are twelve teachers and 
three hundred and fifty children in 
our school. The children’s ages range 
from ten to nineteen yeaTs. They 
come from all over to attend school 
while thirty of them board in the 
home. They get up at sunrise to work 
in the fields, then come in to eat and 
get ready for classes. After school 
they change into work clothes and 
labour in the fields until sundowm. 
After supper their lessons for the 
next day must be studied before re- 
tiring at nine p.m. You see by their 
schedule there is little time for mis- 
chief, which makes it easier to keep 
them under eontrol. 

My four year old native twins are 
very interesting and sweet. I have 
had them since they were tiny babies. 
Their mother died and the father 
does not want them because they are 
twins, an ill omen to the heathen. The 
additional work, worry and sleepless 
nights are nothing compared to the
